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There are no Qualities more 
incident to the F railty and Cor- 
ruptions of human Kind, than an 
Indifference, or Inſenſibility for 
other Mens Sufferings, and a ſud- 
den Forgetfulneſs of their own 
former humble State, when they 
riſe in the World. Theſe two 
Diſpoſitions have not, I think, 
any where 1o ſtrongly 4 
themſelves, as in the Order of
